The cover protects both the employee and equipment 
from accidental cuts and nicks. It is easily removable and fits nicely 
in a pocket when cutting brush. 


Two snap fasteners and a sheet of 1/8"' industrial leather are all the 
material required.

2 ea. 4'"' Industrial Snap Fasteners 
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
